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No. 12.—THINGS ARE NOT WHAT THEY SEEM. 

Tbe reader will not only pardon, but thank me, I trust, for not 
stating the facts circumstantially, that we eat our dinners, re¬ 
packed our luggage, harnessed the horses, booked them to tbe 
wagon, and resumed our march to our chosen hunting ground. 
Be it enough, then, to say, he is '‘hereby notified by these pres¬ 
ents” that we are encamped on one of the tributaries of the 
Maumee, in the great Black Swamp in northwestern Ohio—a re¬ 
gion which, less than a century ago, was pre-eminently entitled 
to the name of “The Dark and Bloody Ground.” 

A nomadic life is, uudoubtly, the natural state of man. That 
which we have gained, intellectually, by city life, bas been coun¬ 
ter balanced largely, by physical deterioration, in the sportsman’s 
camp,In tbe pathless woods,” has for me a mysterious fascination. 
I have been asked, “many times and oft,” to explain this myste¬ 
rious charm. I have always—even from early boyhood— 
experienced pleasurable emotions in looking on Nature fresh 
from the hands of the great Architect. At times I can find hap¬ 
piness in solitude—“rapture on the lonely shore.” My highest 
conceptions of manhood—that quality in man which reflects tbe 
image of his Creator—were born in the tented field. In brief, 
my love for Nature is a sweet secret my pen cannot reveal. 1 
can only say: “Nature I I love thee!” Whether thou art gar¬ 
landed with flowers or shrowded in snow; Whether smiling 
through tears, or frowning through clouds, I—love thee. I love 
thy dark, solemn, untrodden groves, and the pine-scented, long- 
drawn vistas. among them. I love thee dearly at all 
seasons, but I love thee most In Indian Summer days. I love thee 
even in thy vengeful moods; when the red-tounged lightning 
cleaves the alr,and the deep-toned thunder shakes the rock-ribbed 
mountains; when thou bidet the winds heap tbe breakers mount- 
ain-bigb on the rock-bound shore—I love thee—I love thee 
still. 

I also love the silver sheen 
or Autumn's moon on woodland stream; 

The shim'ring rays of Autumn's sun 
That through the leaves obliquely come; 

Tbe birds, and bees, and beasts, and flowers, 

Tbe nymphs and fairies In thy bowers; 

Those nameless sounds of song and praise 
That through tbe golden Autumn days— 

A thousand voices blent in one— 

Up to thy throne forever come. 

Now let us return to the trail: 

“Three days In camp, and neither blood nor lialr,” said Mr. 
Seamans, despondingly. 

“It’s a long lane that has no turn,” said I, quoting an old 
saw. 

True, we had taken plenty of small game—such as quails, 
squirrels, pigeons and ruffed grouse, for camp use; but such 
“small fry” Is not counted by deer hunters. 

A rain had fallen during the night, but tbe morning dawned 
clear, calm and beautiful, while the rain-drops on leaf and bough 
sparkled like gems In the morning sun. In short, it was Just 
such a morning as a huntsman would pray for—were he of a 
pious turn.

“Keep cool, and don’t forget the notch in the rear sight,” I

“Truly not," said I, “for ’tls a sweet madness that comes to 
us but once in life.” 

“Now, as Uncle Toby said to the fly, got for the Queen of the 
Chase awaits yon; and 

With beck'niug hand she'll lead tbe way, 

Where fairest fields untrodden lay.” 

“No doubt,” said Mr. Horn, “no doubt. 

And 1 will follow where she leads, 

To win her smiles by val'rous deeds." 

“Success to you, Mr. Horn,” said Johnnie. 

‘Don’t fool with the grouse; they’re dry meat anyhow; and let 
this be your motto: 

'On mossy logs the grouse may drum 
Without a fear of Greenhorn's gun; 

Or, proudly strutting through the grass, • 

Hay see their shadows as they pass.'” 

“Tut, tut I” said Mr. Seamans, “feather^ don’t grow on a more 
acceptable bird than the ruffed grouse.” 

“An acceptable bird over which to button one’s vest, I grant 
you,” said Mr. Horn, “but I insist, with Johnnie, they are dry 
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meat—‘to pursue with intent to kill,’ at least ‘Frank Forester’ 
says as much.” 

“It is true,” said Mr. Seamans, “That ‘Forester’ speaks dis¬ 
paragingly of grouse shooting as a sport; but he is free to admit 
that, ‘ IFAen be comes, great is the fall of him, and great the re¬ 
joicing over him in the dining-room and the kitchen; for if he be

As I shouldered my rifle and turned roy back on our camp, 
thoughtful Johnnie, looking up from his dish-washing, called 
out; “Got yer eompass’n tomahawk!”

’n knlf 'n matches ’n salt!” “Yes, thank you.” 

“Johnnie!” 

“Well!”

“I presume they are a little dry; I don’t speak advisedly, how¬ 
ever, as I never dined on one.” 

“Neather did I; but I’ve often beam the sayin’ 'as tough as 
b’llt owl.” 

“It’s the gizzard I want; and if you’ll get me one. I’ll give you 
a silver dollar.” 

"Je-whizt Do yer want mor’n one!” 

“No, I thank you; still, ‘git a plenty while your a gittln,’ and 
I’ll take them all at one dollar each.” 

“I’ll make it devilish hot, hyar-abouts for the ole blinkers 
when I git these dishes washed an’ my ole pum’kln slinger 
loadened.” 

“Good bye, Johnnie.” 

“Good-bye, sir, and good luck to you! I’ll have ye about seven¬ 
teen owels atwixt this and night!” 

I bad got about twenty rods from the camp when, looking 
back, I saw Johnnie’s right hand moving up and down as if he 
were toying with seventeen silver dollars. 

“Elate, be sacks untaken Troy.” 

Was be becoming avaricious! 

At this juncture Johnnie, looking np, caught my eye and 
called out: “Does It make any dif’erence what kind o’ owls!” 

“Not any; cut them down, at all hazards,—big or little.” 

“Don’t tell Mr. Horn about it, please!” 

The course I had taken would lead to n locality known as the 
Little Bear Marsh; but I bad not traversed half the intervening 
distance, when I heard the well known Interrogative, “keyowk, 
keyowk, keyowk!” of a lordly, wild gobbler, loud, bold and reso¬ 
nant, us if he wanted company, and wanted it insUnter. Squat¬ 
ting in the underbrush, I awaited a repetition of the call. It 
was repeated, in a brief time, more loudly than before; indeed, 1 
think it could have been heard a half mile. 

Now, while turkey was not iny game, nor was, nor is, turkey 
bunting my fort, his loud, clear voice proclaimed him the cock 
of tlic woods; therefore 1 became interested in his behalf; that 
is to say, rather than suffer him to bite me, “then, and in that 
case,” I might stand on tbe defensive. 

But what am I to do! How shall 1 inveigle him within rifle 
range. 1 never acquired the art of mimiciug his cull by mechan¬ 
ical or instrumental appliances—much less could I do so vocally. 
Should I attempt it! Again that resonant “keyowk, keyowk, 
keyowk!” sounded in my ears. This decided me. "I’ll try it!" 
I said to myself. I prepared myself for the effort by clearing 
my throat. Inflating my lungs, and throwing back my shoulders; 
then, elevating my chin, I gave voice to a sound, tlirce times re¬ 
peated, which, at a moderate distance, might have been mistaken 
for the cawing of a crow, the croaking of a raven, the yelping 
of a cur under rawhide discipline, or the voice of a man in the 
agony of strangulation. 

Of course the noble bird would scorn my overtures. Had he 
taken fright! I began to think he bad; yet how could he know 
it was the voice of an enemy! “Ah, woU it’s dry meal’, anyhow,” 
1 said to myself. 

“Keyowk, keyowk!” came the call, cautiously, diflidcntly—as 
if to say, in the language of L. “Wltcman’s mighty uncertain!” 

It is possible for reason to over-reach Instinct; but instinct 
wins many a victory and reason suffers many a defeat before the 
road to success is crowned. 

“Keyowk, keyowk, keyowk!”—interrogated the royal bird, 
this time witli Its pristine volume and boldness. About this 
time I discovered a stool of wild rye. To transform a joint of 
it into a “turkey-call,” was the work of but a few seconds. I 
piped on it. The answer came promptly, and nearer than before. 
I chirped once, twice, softly; I saw him coming on tbe full run! 
“Oh! pshaw!” was my mental remark, “he isn’t larger than a 
crow!” Presently he hopped upon a log and once more that 
loud, bold, defiant “keyowk, keyowk, keyowk!” From his perch 
on the log he looked to be about an average bird fur size. 

One, soft, diflident chirp was all the response I returned, 
whereupon he bopped ten feet from the log and came on the full 
run to within about 200 yards of my blind, waxing larger, and 
larger, three feet, four, four and a half, five, six feet in 
height!! “Is it possible! ‘can such things be, and overcome us 
like a summer cloud,’etc, ” was my next mental remark; and, 
wetting my index finger, 1 rubbed at my eye to remove tbe 
glammor—if I was deceived. 1 looked again. Aye, I And been 
mistaken;—it was nine feet high instead of six, as before sup¬ 
posed. “It's lucky I’ve a ‘big-bored’gun,” mentally; “I’d better 
shoot before it gets any larger!” and I was bringing my gun to 
an aim to do so, when it came on the run, leaving a black streak 
behind it, and stopping on a log about 100 yards from my biding 
place. It was now about as largo as a dromedary. I was draw

The Trotting Horse—Five and Four-Year Old.s. 

li Will not be necessary to presents summary of tbe two-year^old and 
yearling tables, as a glance shows the bearings. Training animals of 
those ages has nut become sudicionlly prevailing to teat the capacity of 
all tbe families. In looking through tbe Ave-year-old table, one sees 
the same families, and even in rauny insiaucea tbe same aires. that 
predominated in the Ave older classes. In the list of sires. Dtackwuod, 
sou of Alexauder'a Norman, la the only one that appears twice. Tbe 
Uambletonian Hue is represented there by Peacemaker, Almont, Del- 
monico and Young Volunteer. Tbe Clay blood bas Godfrey's Patchen, 
American Clay ami Magic. Tbe Mainbrino Chief blood also claims an 
interest in both Almont and Blackwood, and is farther represented by 
Clark Chief. Nona of the other alraloH claim more than a eiogle repre- 
eentative. 

Among the sires of four'yearolds. Aimont(by Alexander's Abdallah, 
dam by Mambrino Chief. dam by Pilot. Jr..) heads the list with six 
appearances. Uis grandsire, Uambleioniau, appears twice, and Balsora, 
by the same sire as Almont, appears twice. Uaiobletunian baa eix 
sons in the Itet of sires, each with one abearance, viz.: Messenger 
Dnroc, Happy Medium, Sentinel, Edward Everett and Curtla Uamme- 
tonian. But tbe strongeat element of tbe four year-old class is the 
blood of Mambrino Chief. It is represented in the sire-list by himeelf, 
six sous aod two grandi>ons in the male line and one in tbe female. 
Itsgreatest comparative ercelleuce seems to culminate at that age. 
Ueretofore we have not found its average as high in tbe scale as some 
other strains; aiihoogb in tbe Insiaoce of Lady Thorne it has trained 
clear into the Aret class. But from four yeare old down it is a great 
element. Wbeu Mambrino Chief went to Kentucky, bis progeny were 
tested at an early age. At four years Ericsson (then called Morgan 
Chief), seized (he top record, making d::iOVi. pushed to it by another 
SOD of Mambrino Chief of the aatne age. lliis stood some years, until 
captured by Bruno, sou of Kysdyk's Uarabletoiiian, who made it an 
even 2!S0. Tbe above tables will give dates. At ietjglh Allle West, by 
Almont, out of a mare by Mambrino Chief (Almont being also out of 
a Mambrino Chief mare), cut it down to This stood as a com¬ 

promise between the tribes of Mambrino Chief and Uambtetonian, 
with an extra line in favor of tbe former. But Eric, a son of tbe same 
Ericsson that formerly held It, took U again into tbe Mambrino Chief 
camp in 1976, winning a heat in 2:281iv altbough he got beaten in tbe 
race by Woodford Chief, also four years old, and a near kinsman, being 
by Clark Chief, and Clark Chief was by Mambrino Chief, out of a 
daughter of Ericeeou's dam, eo that Encasoo and Clark Chief were 
almost full brothers in blood. 1 wii) here stale that Doble, by Ericsson, 
held tbe beet two-year-old record for eome time, but the daughter of 
George Wilkes, eon of Hambletooian. is a long way bead oMt now. 
Tbe blood of Ericsson and Clark Chief is a great center of speed, of tbe 
early developing kind, though no descendant of tbe former bos trained 
on to any very conepicuons position in tbe matured classes. I do not, 
in general, fancy them as well as the Clark Chief branch, which are not 
eo Coarse, as a rule, and are exeeedinglypuregaited-a thing that needs 
watching a little in some branches of tbe Mambrino Chief family. 
Nothing can be Aner than the style in which Woodford Chief by Clark 
(pblef does his work, and his Ave-year-old record of 2 :S»H is warrant 
of bis worth, lie will doubtloss have a great chance at tbe stud in 
Kentucky, on account of bis family and performances, which were so 
forcibly supplemented by the Orst crop of three-year-olds of Kentucky 
Prince, (also by Clark Chief) last Pall, as to give the tribe a grand re- 
vlvalln public appreciation, so that with Woodford Chief in Kentucky, 
and Kentucky Prioce now in tbe East, as breeding sources,ite numbers 
should multiply In the future. We left Eric with tbe four-year old rec¬ 
ord of 2:2854. It was next wrested from tbe Mambrino Chief family by 
Galatea, daughter of Fearuaoght, who trotted ln2:25V4. A few days 
later, however, the Marabrluos got It back. Keene Jim, by Lookout, 
grandeon of Mambrino Chief, cut It down to 2:24i^, where It now 
stands—a shining mark for ambitious youngsters to Are at.

"Well, Lump, what sort of a bird have the dogs flushed this 
time?” 

"Bird, sir! It's a cat! and If we don’t head the cussed thing 
off soon there won’t be a deer within ten miles.” 

"Good; I rather like variety, and will willingly take a little 
'cat In mine.’ Can we get a look at him)” 

"No, not until he trees, and those dogs will hang to him If It 
takes all day.” 

“Can they run long)” 

“Run! last week the dogs ran one for four hours, and he just 
kept dodging about In the hummock.” 

Once more the dogs were bringing the cat around, and again 
Lump tooted his horn until almost black in the face. 

But it was a good day for cats, and the dogs knew it, and were 
apparently determined to have that one. For an hour longer the 
music continued, when suddenly It seemed to concentrate into a 
perfect yell; evidently something was up. Lump listened In¬ 
tently for a moment, and then cried, “Come, Cap.; be is treed.” 

We rode into the hummock as far as we could, and then dls- 
mounted and made our way to the dogs, which were baying furi¬ 
ously and looking up Into a huge live oak.

Lump looked 
somewhat chagrined, having mode a clean miss with both bar¬ 
rels, and I felt rather pleased over it than otherwise, for I more 
than half suspected that he had purposely placed me where I 
would have but the remotest possibility of s shot. 

The deer was soon disembowled and thrown across Lump’s 
horse. 

Well Lump, what’s the next move) Shall we try another one 
or start for home? 

Reckon we had better take the back track; got all the venison 
we want. 

Our young cow hunter tlien bid us good day, refusing to take 
hla share of the meat. As we jogged quietly along, the overseer 
relating many little Incidents of hunts he had participated in, the 
numerous “bar and deer” he had taken out of the Okefenoke 
Swamp In Georgia, the “rattlers and moccasins” he had killed

Haatlly singling out an old gobler, which ap¬ 
peared to stand head and shoulders above the others, I gave him 
my right, walling a second until the smoke cleared, to ascertain 
whether It would be necessary to give him the second barrel (for 
I’ve frequently come to grief, by not adopting that precaution on 
former occasions), I wheeled around In time to put my left lu on 
a line, young gobbler. I made a cleao, handsome shot, as the 
balance bad taken wing the Instant I fired, and this one was up 
quite a little distance. Simultaneous with my last shot, bang I 
bang I from Lump’s old muzzle-loader, aud a pretty toleraUe 
strong “cuss word” followed. 

Just then the overseer put lu an appearance and inquired; 
Well, Cap., what luck? 

Got one with each barrel. 

That's right smart shooting. 

What did you get. Lump ) 

Nothing; knocked a couple of wing feathers out; my gun 
scatters too much; yours must he a close shooter. 

Well, yes; It suits me. 

Didn’t think them kind of guns could shoot ao strong. I’ve 
heard tell a heap almut them, but never see one shoot before. 

When we got back to the plantation, the Colonel came out, and 
In reply to the inquiry, what luck? being told one wild cat, two 
turkeys and a deer, he exclaimed: Good 1 Did you kill them 
“all,” Lump! 

No, sir. I killed the cat; Captain killed the turkeys; and Frank 
G-shot the deer. 

While enjoying our cigars after supper, the Colonel laughing 
told me, that I had evidently taken a “front scat” In the over¬ 
seer’s estimation, as he had made the remark before starting that 
morning that the Captain’s clothes were “too fine” for Florida 
hunting, and his gun might do to shoot partridges with, but 
reckon It would bother him to stop an “old buck.” 

Lump and I are fast friends now, and wo have enjoyed many 
deer drives together since that time; but the one thing nearest 
to his heart, and cherished above all others, is In some future 
day to become the possessor of a gun “exactly like the Captain’s.”

Binocular .Shooting. 

Sax Diego, Cal., Feb. 16, 1878. 

Editoh Chicago Field: —In an editorial of one of your 
December issues you undertake to stir up the quills of sportsmen 
by asking if there arc no new or doubtful points about hunting 
to be discussed. Therearetwo polntsabout shooting which, while 
not new, are still left very uncertain, aud have not received the 
careful attention which their great Importance to young sports¬ 
men demands. They are, shooting with both eyes and shooting 
by sense of direction onjy without any aim. The second is often, 
(though not necessarily) Included iti the first, as many who 
advocate two-eyed shooting do so on tlie ground that taking aim 
with a shot-gun is unnecessary. 

I win reserve tor another time the question of shooting by 
sense of direction only, and give now my views on the subject of 
shooting with both eyes open, a subject 1 have Investigated with 
some care. 

I find I can shoot a shot gun Just as well with both eyes open 
as one, although I learned to shoot with one only, and I believe 
I still do so except when I leave both open purposely. I say I 
hetieve, for the act of shutting one eye becomes so automatic by 
long habit that In quick shooting one is generally unconscious 
of It. But while I cau shoot a shot-gun ns well, I cannot shoots 
whit better or quicker with both eyes. With a rifle I cannot do 
as well, although I have no doubt that I could with a little more 
practice. 

The solution of this question appears to me to he this, that 
when we shoot with both eyes open, we In reality aim only with 
one and disregard entirely the effect of the other. 

We all know the difference between seeing with the eyes only 
and seeing urilh the brain through the eyes. The har^ in his form, 
the deer in the thicket, or the woodcock on the mud, that you 
vainly try to show to the uupracticed eye of your verdant friend 
must neeesssrlly produce the same picture upon the retina of bis 
eye that It docs upon yours. The difference Is In his unpractIced 
brain, which falls to distinguish that particular part of the 
picture from the similarly colored surroundings. When In a 
reverie or brown study we do not notice things directly before 
our eyes which must necessarily be pictured all the time upon the 
retina, Just as we fail to hear the clock strike, although the ear 
must have heard It. 

Now, It Is Just as easy for the mind, with a little practice, to 
disregard the telegraphic reports from the optic nerve of one eye 
and concentrate Its attention upon the picture on the retina of 
the other eye as It Is for the mind to allow Its attention to bo 
drawn away from both, or as easy as it Is for the mind to disre¬ 
gard in a few moments the roar of the surf or the rumbling of the 
mill which at first disturbs us when going to bed wearied after 
being accustomed to silent nights. And this, I think the mind 
does in shooting; although both eyes are in fact open, one Is in 
effect closed by the mind dlsreganllng its communication. 

To test this question thoroughly take a rifle and lay It on a 
table or other dead-rest and sight It at a mark with both eyes 
open. Then, without moving your head close the left eye. If 
you are a right hand shot you will find that you have been sight¬ 
ing It with the right eye entirely. If a left-hand shot you will 
find you have sighted with the left eye; every roan using for this 
purpose one eye In preference to the other, though whether men 
are right or leflrcyed by habit or nature I do not know, though It 
Is doubtless mainly by habit. 

Now, without placing your shoulder to the rifle get directly be¬ 
hind it and Bight again with the rifle next to your breast. You will 
find It still done with one eye and that you have unconsciously 
moved your head so as to bring your favorite eye In the line of 
the Bights. To prevent this, place the butt against your chin, 
keeping your head perfectly straight; you will now find It Impos¬ 
sible to sight It as before without turning the head. Now if you 
have some shells loaded very light, with round or light conical 
balls so as to prevent recoil, you will see Just what kind of shoot¬ 
ing can be done by using both eyes equally, fur this is the only 
way you can do It. By fixing your attention on tlie mark, yon 
will see the rifle barrel double with the mark between the two 
pictures of the barrel; and by guess work can make a tolerable 
shot when close by. This is to my view the only true two-eyed 
shootliig that Is possible. 

I find a further proof of this In a well known ojitlcal law which 
Is almost axiomatic, viz.: that It Is Impossible to turn the 
visual rays from both eyes at once upon two points In the same 
line. Where the two points are close together, and both are at a 
considerable distance from the eye, the lines and sight from both 
eyes will he so nearly parallel as to make little difference in 
jiractlcc. But where the nearest point Is near the eye and the 
second at any distance beyond that, the lines of sight will cither 
cross at the first object and make the second appear double, or 
they will pass the first object, meet at the second, and make the 
first appear double. To try this, place your finger In lino with 
the crack of the door and concentrate your attention alternately 
on the crack and on your fingers. You will find each appear 
double when your attention is turned upon the other. Now, by

You will now (supposing you are ; o/A/-eyed, if /s/t-eyed re¬ 
verse this process) llnd much dlllleulty In si'clng both in line; hut 
still It can he done after a few trials; and when you do It, you 
will llnd hy shutting the right eye that It was done entirely witli 
the left, and that in that short linie you have traineil your mind 
to disregard the right eye. 

'I’hls dilllcultv of seeing two oir.ieels in line with two eyes. Is 
nothing eoinpaied with the dlllleulty of seeing Ihr. e in lim- as 
must be done with a rille. Hut throwing aside the hack sight it 
seems iinpirssihle to rlir it even with the friuil sight. 

If this po.sitlon he correel, what possllile gooil can the second 
eye do! Somehodv. Col. Dodge, 1 believe, says he wants it “to 
sec the target with'.'- This m.iy he kiml of slightly funny—per¬ 
haps; but, like the Indian's reaeon for weariieg inittens with the 
hair out, that “the animal ought to know what's the I'esi way to 
wear his hair,’' Is more funny than logical. What earthly use In 
seeing the target atiUxn in irtniiun to Ihi' nii/hts/ And liow can thr* 
second eve, which Is three Inches out of the line of sights, he of 
any avali for this jntrpo&ef Nriw, 1 drui’t doubt that the t rdonel 
shoots with both eyes open, and shoots well, too. But Its because 
he (fou’f iKC the target or anything else with the sei ond eye and 
not because he does. He has ueeustonted his mind tii pay no at¬ 
tention to the second eyis and eouseiiuently slnxits just as well, 
and not (1 believe) a hit better. 

1 lielieve that one can shoot no better In this way. and that It 
will he no wlvanlage, but rather a himlranee ;il lirst to a begin¬ 
ner. This Is a dinieull matter to decide hv evperienee. It will 
rtj(juirc a uuiiibiir of cxpi*riiiu'iit 6 to pliiuinivto fiom ll»o 
problem all causes resulting from natural skill, prnetiee. ehanee, 
etc., in comparing one-eyed with two-eyed shots. So. also, in 
comparing the work of a two-eyed sliot with his own work done 
with one eye and the reverse. Hut if anyt.ne has ever made any 
experiments I should like to hear his results. 

If the principle of taking aim is to he adhered to at all, it 
seems to me tile second eye i-s usele.ss. if tile principle of taking 
aim is to he ahamloued, t'a point I hope to discuss hereafter) then 
it might he of some use.

The Largest and Best Exhibition of 
Pointers and Setters Ever Held. 

Tally Four for Gladstone. 


A Woman in a Ouandaiy. 


Tlwj 81. Louis show, ns we stated last week, is tlie best as well 
as the larirest cxliibltlon of pointers aud setters held in .\nierli'a. 
Never before have so many craeks eome together; with hut few 
exceptions they were all there—on exliibllion, at least. If they did 
not coniiicte.. In these classes it eclipsed the New York show; 
while, on the other liaiid the non-sporting classes rose not to 
snlflclent iiuporlanee to even suggest a comparison witti the New 
York hliow; and wliile on this sub.iecl we would advise associa¬ 
tions to hold out greater inducements to bring out tile non-sport¬ 
ing classes. It is true tlic St. Louis association offered in many' 
of the classes larger prizes tlian the Westminster Kennel Club 
did, as for Instance for mastiffs, St. Bernards, Newfoundlands, 
shepherds or eollcy dog.s, and Skye and Seotcli terriers, but there 
is necessity for still further indueemeiits to bring lliera out. We 
regard the non-sporting classes as a great feature of a bench 
show. The sporting classes interest the sportsmen, but for the 
masses of the residents of large cities the greatest interest, we 
think, centers in the non-sporting classes, especially among the 
ladies witosc appreciation of a Skye, Scotch, Yorkshire or black 
and tan terrier is generally greater than of a pointer or setter. 
The ladies, with the non-sportsmen, constituting, therefore, the 
larger class, a class which goes far to swell the gate receipts to 
which shows have to look to meet their expenses and get their 
profits, it is worth catering to tliem. The sporting classes will 
draw the sportsmen; Hie non-sportiiig must he looked to to draw 
the others. We think the large receipts of the New York Show 
were to he attributed in no siuall measure to the non-sporting 
(dasscB, for it was around them during hours the show was open 
that the crowd was greatest. 

THE mxK 

in which the show was held, situated at the comer of Pine and 
19th streets, was admirably adapted for the purpose, being easy 
of access and having good ventilation. The centre of the build¬ 
ing, with, four double rows of stalls intersected by spacious pas¬ 
sage ways, was devoted to the dogs, while the east and west sides 
were apportioned to the expositiou of sportsmen's goods, a 
platform running the entire length, suiting admirably for the 
display of them. Suspended from the roof were myriads of 
small flags, while both ends of the building were festooned with 
the national flag, the fowl eitMmblf. being picturesque in the ex¬ 
treme. 

The arrangements were excellent, the best yet we have seen 
at any show. The dogs were well cared for, the stalls were kept 
remarkably clean, the building was free from a disagreeable 
odor, and attendants w'ere attentive aud polite, allot which reflects 
much credit on Mr. Lincoln, the superintendent, who Informed 
us that the association had given him a carte NancAe, allowing 
him to exercise bis own judgment and experience. 

THE JUDOINO 

waa done In a spacious room to the rear of the ball, and in the 
presence of the owners of the dogs, but from which the public at 
large was excluded. Our comments on public judging at the 
time of the New York Show were corroborated In this Instance, 
and we advise associations, in future, to either adopt this plan, 
or the other one wo suggested, to charge double or threble the 
price of adinlssion the day the dogs are judged. The sole 
object of public judging being that exhibitors may be satlsfled 
their dogs have been carefully examined, when they are ad¬ 
mitted the object la accomplished. Moreover it has another 
good effect. An exhibitor often believes he owns the winning 
dog until he sees him In the ring by the side of his superior 
competitor, when, if he be a practical man aud open to convic- 
lion, he is convinced, as he could be by no other means, that his 
dog is beaten on his merits. The public, having no such Interest 
at stake, let those who desire to see the dogs judged pay the ex¬ 
tra charge. In this way the rush and crowd which Impede the 
judging by their presence and comments will be kept away. 

OUR SYSTEM 

of classlfleation, however, Is so terribly imperfect and leads to so 
much contusion It is absolutely necessary that a change be 
made, for, as it Is; It requires three days to do what could be 
done In one. The difflculty la the special classes. Special 
classes are a special humbug, and until they are done away with 
bench shows will never run smoothly, and they will lead to 
more confusion than time can unravel. They are tying a knot 
that it will bo difficult to cut asunder. We essayed against 
them In oar report of the Baltimore show, but propose 
now to wage war on them until we have stamped them out. That 
we may be understood and the justness of our opposition be ap¬ 
preciated we shall take this show for a text.

and having been entered in 63, wins as a matter of course. The 
same we find In Classes 26 and 64, for the best English setter stud 
dog, won by Leicester ; Classes 37 and 66, for the best Imported 
or native Irish setter stud dog, won by Elcho; Classes 39 and 61, 
for the best pointer stud dog, won by Sonsation; Classes 29 and 
63, for the beat pointer brood bitch, won by Lily; Classes 27 and 
67, for the best Imported or native Irish setter brood bitch, won 
by Loo II; Classes 88 and 70, for the best black and tan native 
or Imported Gordon setter dog, won by Farrar’s Rapp; Classes 
28 and 71, for the same strain brood hitch, woo by Farrar’s Fan, 
and so on thruugh several other classes, all of which being a rep¬ 
etition, was but a sacrifice of time with no practical result, for 
the same dogs being entered in both open and special classes the 
winner In one must per necessity be the winner In the other. 
However, If this were all we might not find the justification we 
do in our desire to expunge the special clasaes from our Premium 
Lists. The greater dllHeuIty aud that which forebodes trouble le 
where the same dogs are not entered In both regular and apcclal 
classes, as, lor Instance, the following: In regularclase 20 the 
Assoclatlou offers |30 for the best fox hounds In couples, dogs or 
bitches, and tlU for the second best. Mr. J. P. Schultze with 
Major and Mate, wins let; Col. Chaa. L. Hunt, with Tray aud 
Sweetheart, 3d; In special class 78, Gray and Baker offer a set of 
“Frank Forester’s” works for the best brace, which Col. Hunt,wlth 
Tray and Sweetheart, wins, Mr. Schultze having failed to enter 
Major and Mate. 

On turning over the catalogue we find Class 91, hi which Win. 
Read & Sons, Boston, offers Scott English double Express rifle, 
for the best couple imported or native fox-liounde. Now, as there 
never was a disliuction hi claesifleatloii of native and imported 
fox hounds, nor In the regularClass 20, there Isnobarrlcrthrown 
down, but it is virtually the same as Classes 20 and 78. Mr. 
Schultze having entered Major and Mate, and Col. Hunt having 
entered Tray and Sweetheart, the dogs again meet aud Major aud 
Mate carry off the prize. Now, then, how stands the record; 
Mr. Schultze, with Major and Mate, carries off the Association 
prize of $'20 for the best couple; Col. Hunt, with Tray & Sweetr 
heart, carries off Gray & Co.'s prize, value $’20, for the best brace, 
whilst Mr. Schultze carries off Wm. Read & Sons' prize valued at 
$235 for the best couple. 

But tor one of these things which “no fellah” can explain, we 
eome to anchor hi Classes 85, 89 and 94. Taking them serialim, 
in Class 85, we find Mr. J. If. Scott, of Yorkshire, England, offers 
£10 for the the bee! setter iloy or bitch ot any age or breed bred in 
America. -Mr. Davidson llndlng it difficult to decide, asks the 
owners of Royal Duke, Berkley and Floss, If they will divide, to 
which they assent. Being a dead heat, we have the anomaly of 
Berklev, red Irish setter, the best dog of any strain bred In Amer¬ 
ica, Royal Duke, Field Trial setter, the best dog of any strain 
bred in America, and Floss, Field Trial setter, the best hiteli of 
any strain bred hi America, each one winner of the same class at 
the same show. But we are in too great a burry hi coming to 
this conclusion, for on turning to class 94, we And the American 
Arms Co., Boston, offer a prize for the best seller bred in the Uiii- 
led Stales and Berkley carries it off, Royal Duke and Floss not 
having been entered. Which, then. Is the best dog bred In 
America and the Ibiited States at the St. Louis Show ot 18i81 The 
record stands, Berkley, Royal Duke and Floss. A similar in¬ 
stance Is in Classes 36 and 65. In the former Pickles carried off 
the .Association's prize of $25, for, as stated, the be.d English im- 
Ikjrled ur tmiive setter brood bitch with tico of her yet, while In special 
Class 05, Pearl, beaten in Claas 26, Pickles not entered in 65, car¬ 
ried off the St.Louls patent shells and Laflin & Rand powder, for 
the best imported or native .setter bitch, to be shotm with tieo of her 
progeny. Query; Which Is the better brood bitch. Pickles or 
Pearl, as by the record? Each one can claim It. 

Now, that our sportsmen are paying so much attention to 
breeding and value even a V.H.G. attached to the sires and dams 
of their dogs, does not this lead to confusion, easy now of explan- 
.atlon but difficult in the future? 

Let us cut loose from these absurdities and Incongruities and 
classify in keeping with the necessities of the occasion and the 
dictates of common sense. Even as the man grows too large for 
the clothes of the boy, so have our bench shows grown too large 
for the premium lists of the early period of their existence. 
What the exigencies of the past required aud brought into ex¬ 
istence those of the present demand the abolition of. 

While on this subject It Is pertinent that we should again re¬ 
vert to the injustice of a sweepstakes for dogs or bitches. The 
bitch Invariably goes to the wall; the records of such sweepstakes 
corroborate the statement. She has no chance against the dog, 
and the man who enters his bitch In such a sweepstakes Is certain 
of defeat for the reason that the larger development of the dog 
overshadows the lithe, more delicate and oftentimes more sym¬ 
metrical bitch. Looking for bone and substance, the Judge is 
carried away by the dog, forgetting that w'hat Is that in the dog 
is grossncBB and lumber Id the bitch, and what Is not substance in 
the dog Is substance In the bitoll. 'There Is no object gained in 
the competition for these reasons, therefore we hope to see the 
class abolished. 

Another objectionable feature of our present system is the 
sweepstakes classes for all strains, English, Irish and Gordon 
setters. In the brst place It engenders not the spirit of emula¬ 
tion to be encouraged and which is the medium through which 
bench shows exert their benedclal Influence, but on the contrary 
a rivalry and contention as to the superiority of the different 
strains, the encouragement of which Is Injurious to the harmony 
and best interests of breeders and the shows. And this, too, 
notwithstanding that an English setter having in sweepstakes 
beaten a red Itish or a Gordon setter and vice versa Is no evidence 
of the superiority of the animal, nor can the Individual be re¬ 
garded as any criterion on which to base a judgment of the re¬ 
spective merits of the strains, for there being no data, as In a field 
trial, the standard of each strain differing materially. It is a 
question of taste or preference with the judge; the strain of dogs 
which be prefers consequently gets It. 

Our bench shows being for the improvement of all strains and 
for the harmonizing of Incongruities it Is not wise that we do 
that which militates against such a consummation, and compli¬ 
cates. 

It Is very good to inveigh against special classes, but do you 
suppose we can afford to go to bench shows to win $30 which 
will not pay our exjienses; special prizes are what we 
calculate on to bring us out even or with some remuneration, 
say the owners of dogs. We can't afford to give prizes suffi¬ 
ciently large to draw large entries; In the specials Is our chance 
for getting out whole or with profit, say the associations holding 
shows. True, gentlemen, but there Is a way In which both ob¬ 
jects can be attained and without the results to which we have 
alluded. 

The special prize regarded In In Its true light Is flonated by 
men engaged In the manufacture or sale of sportsmen’s goods, 
the shrewdest advertisers we venture to assert In any department 
of business. Their object Is an advertisement, which they know 
they get In the special prize list In the sporting papers, again in 
the premium list for distribution, third In the catalogue which 
Is read by from two to five thousand people, and fourth In the 
sporting papers where the prizes are announced, besides the fre- 
quent^notices In the dally papers In the city whore the show is 


held; and though last, not least, the reputation for liberality and 
a desire to encourage all things which tend to benefit the sports¬ 
men; knowing well that In the first Instance the full value of the 
donation la received In advertising such as could not be obtained 
at twice the expenditure, and In the latter Instance that the 
sportsmen always feel like reciprocating a liberality manifested 
In such an Instance. All of which Is right and a matter of busi¬ 
ness; and we are only glad that the bread thus scattered he/ore 
many days comes hack. Thu object being to give the donator 
tlie value 111 advertising for his gift that theassoclallon may get it, 
and to hold out Inducements to the owiicra of dogs to compete, 
we think the question easily settled without prejudice to either 
of the three Interested parties, by adding the donated prize In the 
regular class to the association’s prizes. By doing so each party 
gains the object to be desired and confusion and delay is avoided, 
and the stakes being equally rich, the number of entries will not 
be diminished, Imt on the contrary Increased, for the special 
classes are often as coufuslng to tlie Intending exhibitor as they 
arc to the winner. 

Pointer and setter stud dog aud brood bitch classes as also 
for braces and the best kennels of each arc legitimate regular 
classes aud should not go Into the special classes.

classes wc think should lie delliiilcly understood as eligible only 
to champluiiB aud not free-for-alls. Supposing Mr. Bryson had 
not entered Gladstone tii what was styled the champion class, but 
iu reality a free-for-all, Druid would have won the championship; 
then coming down into Die open class he would have been beaten 
by Gladstone. But he would have been chainplou Druid aud yet 
beaten in the open class liiiniediately after. Comment Is un¬ 
necessary. Our uBsuciations arc vlelng with each other for the 
reputation of the largest mimbcr of entries Irrespective of the 
consequences of loose clasBlficutlou. The sooner it is stopped 
the better. The fact is, we iiuostlon whether the word champion 
Is not being perverted from Its legitimate Intent. We fail to see 
that a dog Is champion which haa won a first prize In an open 
class. As we view It, a dog should not be a champion which has 
not won in a champion class. The champion class therefore 
should, we think, be reserved strictly for champions, aud dogs 
which have won in an open class; those which have not won In 
an open class should be excluded from It as positively as those 
which have are debarred from again competing in an open class. 
Let a dog win his right to com[>cte for the championship and 
jirove his ability to he a clininpion before he dons the title. 

A MISTAKE 

wc think is also made iu the stud dog and brood bitch classes In 
the very heading of the classes as well iu tlic judging of them. 
Especially was litis tlie case in this show wticn the association 
directed Mr. Davidson iu judging the.se classes to consider the 
quality of the sires and dams before that of the progeny. All 
the shows offer prizes for Die liest, wlieDicr setter or pointer, dog 
or liitcli to be shown with two of tlieir progeny. Construing this 
literally such a judgment is in keeping, but opposed to the object 
to be attained. The stud dog and brood bitch classes are the 
breeders’ classes, their object being to demonstrate which is the 
dog or bitch moat capable of iiroduciiig a good quality of off¬ 
spring. It is no new question, but one practically demonstrated 
that many a winning dog or bitch cannot produce winners, while, 
on the contrary, mftiiy a one that cannot get a V.H.C., even an 
H.C., can produce offspzlng; that can go to the front, notable 
Instances of which are Carlowitz and True, or as she Is now 
called Lu, the sire and dam of Royal Duke. Under such circum¬ 
stances therefore the progeny is the first consideration. The sire 
and dam having been judged iu their respective classes 
have earned their record either good or bad. It Is 
therefore superfluous to judge Uiera again, and if they are 
to be judged Irrespective of their progeny we do not see what 
object Is attained by merely appending the progeny. Why not 
accept the fact that they are sires and dams and judge tbeoi 
alone. We will suppose that a dog has won let In bis class; a bitch 
the same in her class. Shown in the stud and brood bitch 
classes the progeny of neither has won anything, and against 
them are shown a dog and bitch neither one of which has won, 
but with progeny which liave won let and 3d In their class, or 
each of which has won let*in the dog and bitch puppy classes hav¬ 
ing beaten the very progeny of the sire and dam shown against 
them. Surely no one will gainsay Die fact that the sire and dam 
of that progeny wliicli has beaten the progeny of the sire and 
dam which have Individually beaten them is not entitled to the 
prize. Where the quality of the progeny is equal then it is but 
proper that the Individual quality of the sire aud dam should 
decide the question, but not otherwise. Further, we think that 
there should be some restrictiuii placed on the ages of the prog¬ 
eny and not permit developed dqgs and bitches, even brooil 
bitches themselves, to compete against puppies. Such a liberty 
of coustrucDon of the ages of progeny Is unjust, being an un¬ 
equal contest. These remarks arc not made under the belief 
that a different construction of the letter of the class would have 
changed the awards, but that wc see in It an evil likely to so de¬ 
velop, and therefore, us Is customary with us, point It out that 
It might be averted. It Is therefore right that In future classifi¬ 
cation the degree of merit be affixed to the progeny and not the 
sire and dam, which tlieii would leave no possibility of miscon- 
Btructioii. 

A QUESTION 

of what consltutes a native or Imported dog come up in Mr. E. 
C. Waller’s Prince Peg, which, though entered In the open Im¬ 
ported English setter class, was also entered as a native setter In 
several of the special classes, and with Jack for the $350 Greener 
gun for the best brace of native English setters. Rule 7 of the 
American Kennel Club declares: 

“All Imported dogs and their progeny ou both sides (but not 
the progeny of the latter) shall be entered In the Imported class 
and he debarred from entering In the native class; but no native 
dog shall be debarred from entering In the Imported class.” 

Mr. Waller construed the wording of the rule that the aire of 
Prince Peg, Rock, being Imported, but Ills darn. Peg, not aiHm- 
ported dog, as she was whelped In this country, he was ellglble,a6 
the rule declared that both sire and dam should be imported. Mr. 
Whltford, who had charge of Mr. Theodore Morford’s dogs, pro¬ 
tested him, claiming that Peg having been Imported in ulero, she 
was to all intents an Imported dog, the fact of her having been 
whelped In this country, nothing to the contrary. To substaii- 
Date his case Mr. Whltford brought before the committee, ap¬ 
pointed by the Association to act on the protest, Gcn’l Rowett, of 
Carllnville, III., a large breeder of thoroughbred horses and 
short-bom cattle, and a recognized authority on the laws of 
breeding; also Dr. Twaddell, of Philadelphia, an equally recog¬ 
nized authority, both of whom corroborated Mr. Wliltford’s 
views, that an animal Imported iu utero was not native, but Im¬ 
ported. Mr. Waller, In defence, plead the naturalization laws as 
bearing on the point and applying to animals as well as human 
belnga. The committee wisely viewed the subject from the 
breeders' rather than the legal standpoint, and sustained Mr. 
Whitford’s protest. As Mr. Waller had acted In good faith and 
under advice, and the Asaoclatlon had accepted the entry, he was 
allowed to substitute Jack in classes where Prince Peg wasentered 
alone, and Jeff with Jack in the brace class for the Greener gun,

English greyhounds were only moderate. Scotch deerhounds 
tbe same.

Walton's Trap was given first place, and 
was then thrown out for being faked, and Olcott’s Billy, pre¬ 
viously second, went up first, and Doyle's Lottery got fid.

We never attended a show where those present seemed to en¬ 
joy themselves more, and where a better feeling seemed to pre¬ 
vail, which every one felt was due to the kind end courteous 
manner in wblch the members of the association treated every 
one—each vicing with the other to make everyone at home.

Cburea is always chronic, aud extremely variable In duration. 
Its course is seldom quite uniform, improvement alternating with 
relapse; and psychical affections of.comparatively small Import¬ 
ance affect tbe violence of the symptoms very much. Tbe re¬ 
currence of the disease is frequent, and the disease, If contracted 
during puppybood, has a tendency to return at the age of puberty. 
The number of recurrences varies. Most frequently it happens 
but once, more rarely twice, aud mure than twice seldom. As to 
the teriniuatiuii of the disease, a complete cure Is must frequent, 
though slight disturbances of co-ordination of movement, especi¬ 
ally In the anterior extremities and the head, often remain for 
years after perfect cuiivalcseence. Termination by incomplete 
cure is Infrequent. Either a few symptoms of chorea Itself may 
perelat, or paralysis may develop in that portion of the body 
which has been must affected, or else a permanent psychosis Is 
developed iu the course of the disease, as mania melancholia, to 
which dugs are particularly liable, aiicl which have beeu hitherto 
completely overlooked, their existence not having even been sus¬ 
pected by most observers—and progressive paralysis; but these 
eveuts are very rare In uucomplicated chorea. Death is extremely 
rare from chorea lu young animals, especially lu uncomplicated 
cases; but in adults, especially pregnant bitches, it is much more 
cuiniiion. Tbe cause of death Is tu be assigned, on the one hand, 
tu the liiteiislty of the disease Itself; on the other, to many seri¬ 
ous affections and cuinpllcatlons, os Inflammation of the brain, 
spinal cord, or tbeir membranes, and Inflammation of the mem¬ 
branes of the heart. In cases which seem to be caused by tbe 
chorea itself, the symptoms are usually violent from the first, 
and In a few days rise to an enormous severity, wliich Is suc¬ 
ceeded by sudden collapse, and death followe after more or Ich 
of profound legartblc sleep. Involuntarily passages from tbe 
bowels, etc. Tbe choreic twitchings either cease entirely when 


tbe collapse begins, or, in a few casus, they continue, but grow 
weaker, until deatli. 

The Bcaiily piil.hotyglc8---aiiatoiiileal data which we possess re¬ 
garding this dlsegse—pni vhlelly drawn from late research; as the 
earlier autopsies ara ueuluss, owing to the euiifiiuudliig of cliiiii,| 
with paralysis agitaug. Iu 1866 Chauveau look dogs suffering 
from general cliureu, cut the spinal curd high up close tu ths 
skull, and found that the choreic movuiiiciits lusted for hours, 
until the death of the aulinals. Section of the spinal cord at the 
dorsal verlehr.e put an immediate slop to the twitchings lu iiig 
inuscles of the tail and hind legs. He concludes from these ex- 
perliiieiits that the brain, iieitber the cerebrum nor tbe ecrelH:l- 
lum, is tbe point of the origin of chorea, but that the spinal curd ' 
Is the scat of the irritation. Carvllle and Bert, with tbe same 
expei'lmeuts, reached tbe saiiie results. Lcglio uiid Uiilnius 
studied the muscular twitchings of cborcic dogs by the graphic 
method. They found that each individual eoiitructiuii occurs 
brusquely, but passes off mure slowly, often inteniiittingly, and 
Is followed by a period of repose. They also observed repnss 
following the Injection ut chloral hydrate (3.SU grains) into the 
rectum. Sectiuu of the cord at the skull left the eontraetluu 
uiidlminislied as loug as life was kept up by artificial resplrathm 
—three or four hours. Irritation of tbe posterior columns of ths 
exposed spinal cord with a knife increased the twitcliiiigs. Bec- 
tloii of tile posterior roots liad no Inilucnce. as Bert found. Par¬ 
tial removal of tlie iiosteriur coruiia and columns was fulluwed 
by a weakening, and deeimr incisions liy a cessation of tbe inovs- 
meut-s. They conclude from tins, tliat (Ac /izm iWf, q/'Me p<js- 
terior curuiia, or the nerve fibres wliieli unite tlieni witli ths 
UKitor cells, are tlie seat of chorea. 

Meynurt made a microscopical examination of the brain and 
spinal end in one case, and found tlie principal anatomical 
changes in the gray substance of tiiu central ganglia, extending 
tbeiice to tlie cortex of tlie bruin. 

The results of an autopsy by Elisclicr iinlieate that the murlild 
process is not confined tu one organ, liut is dijI'iiKt, and depends 
ou irrilatim proceiufu. 

Rosentliall injected flue flower seeds into the left earolld artery 
of a dug wliicli suffered witli cliurele inuveiiieiits of the right leg. 
Voluntary moveineiits instantly and completely ceased, but ths 
twitchings became strikingly stronger in tile anterior extremities, 
the eyelids aud tbe tail, and lasted iintii tbe animal's death. 
From the autopsy be concluded tlial tbe artificial ilisturbauce of 
the circulatiuu of the bruiu, with loss of the iiillueiicc of the 
motor ganglia, produced an increase In the clinrcic niovuuiciits, 
probably tlirougli irritation of tlie centres of cu-urdiiiatiun iu the 
middle brain aud eerebellum; but it would seem tlial Ibis expeil- 
meiit permits of no definite conclusions. 

Tlie scientific material contained in the above presents us with 
no constant aiiatumical cbuiigcs in clnirca, and fails to give a per¬ 
fectly clear view of tlie nature of the process, but it offers very 
important points in localizing tlic process in tlie nervous system 
aud ill explaining its devciopmeut. We must then bcliCTC that 
ill dugs tlie spinal cord, viz.: tlic gray substance of tlie posterior 
coruna, plays an esacnlial part in producing tlie pbciiomcna; Init 
this does nut preclude the possibility of tlic brain being also 
affected, os is frequeutly the case. 

We have tio positive means of explaining the pathological 
origin of chorea when caused by psycliical impressions. We can 
ouly suspect that these cases, as well as tbe siiiiilar ones of cpi- 
lepsy, depend on nutritive disturbances in the brain, caused iiidi- 
reclly by the violent action of the ])sycliical emotions upon ths 
vaso-iiiotor centre, aud directly by tlic anomalous action U|)Oii tlie . 
vascular currents of the brain, wlilch proceeds from tliat centre ' 

It is manifest that the gravity of the lesions will be very dif¬ 
ferent in tlic different degrees of intensity of chorea. Tbe autop¬ 
sies In human and canine subjects have chiefiy been made in 
severe casee, and in them the degenerative processes were found 
coneiderable. In the liglit cases, of which the majority recover 
completely in two or three montlia without any cousidcrable 
changes iu the psychical and intellectual spliere, any slight aud 
perfectly curable disturbauccs can be suptaised to exist. 'The sum 
of our knowledge of the patbologico-anatumieal changes Is so 
small tliat it is scarcely of consequence to attempt to explain tbe 
way in which tliey act U|)OU tlie functions of tbe nervous system 
Tbe view of Broadbent, who ie, perhaps, the best acquainted, 
with the disease of any author, is, tliat tlie processes in cliurea arc 
always such as merely weaken the foree-s of tlie nervous appara¬ 
tus without destroying its structure. Heucc, tlie weakness of tlie 
muscular and the diminution of sensibility, so common, and tbe 
frequent termination iu paralysis. He gives to tlie condition ol 
the system tbe name ol “delirium of the seiisuri-inotor ganglia of 
the brain.’’ In ordinary delirium imperfect ideas arc rapidly 
evolved, and there is no control over the mental processes; in 
chorea the control over tlie motor apparatus is wanting. 'Tlic 
movemeuts are excessive iu number aud extent, but witlioul 
force and precision. 

With Buelb a remarkable group of symptoms as this disease 
presents, its dlagosls ought, hardly ever, to be ditflcult. In par¬ 
ticular It ie hardly possible to confound it witli the tremor of 
age, of those poisoned by mercury or lead, or with pdialysle 
agltauB, or multiple sclerosis (hardening) of the brain or cord, If 
one has had any experience with nervous diseases. 

The prognosis is decidedly favorable as a rule. If the dlsimsc 
appears during the period of bodily development, is primary, and 
without complication—if the contractioua are not excessive in 
severity, if sleep is good, if there are no considerable psychical 
disturbances and no complications—tbe prognosis may be set / 

down as favorable. It becomca dulilous, however, when the vio- ' 
lence of the movement Is such as to exhaust the animal. The ' 

prognosis of a relapse, as sucli, is less favorable than tliat of the * 

first attack, only when there are other undesirable symptoms, or 
when the patient is a pregnant bitch. *. / 

Tbe treatment of ehorea lias passed througli many changes, ) 
ranging from frequent blood letting and reiieuted purgation to 3 
tbe most complete therapeutic niliilism; aud the number of reine- 
dles recommended aud used is very large, and the success attri¬ 
buted to them lias generally beeu the result of nature and ths ; 
physical peculiarities of the animal affected. ‘ 

in general the treatment of chorea Is by no means a tliaiikicss 
task. An tutelllgeiit medical action is generally of decided bcu- 
eflt, and in many cases has a decided curative effect. In treat¬ 
ment, the casual indications cannot in most eases be fulfilleil, 
as tbe fundamental trouble is usually quite unknown tu us, ami 
when understoml, 4s cither such as to be inaccessible to thera¬ 
peutics, as is the ease lu local disease of tbe brain and spiiisl 
cord, or else it is only a direct cause, wliicb gives us no oppor- ' 
tunity of exercising a proper curative action, as in aniviiiia 
rheumatism, liiflammatlon of the heart cavities. A suitabls 
treatment of these affections may doubtlesi exercise an alleviub 
Ing effect upon tbe symptoms of chorea—although this Is not 
always the case—but it can neither cure or prevent a relapse. 

And it scarcely needs to be said that tlie physician lias but little 
power against tbe disposition, when created liy hereditary iiilia- 
euce, bad handllug, and excessive sexual irritation. 

Venesection and purging have long been given up, partly e* 
useless and partly as Injurious. Tbe bowele must of course b» 
regulated if necessary; and for this purpose the following coia- 
blnatioD will be found excellent, as being neither a cathartic or 
purgative, but acting physiologically. 



R. Compound extract of colocyntli, powd., 80 grains. 

Extract of nux vomica, solid, 5 grains. 

Extract of belladonna, solid, 2i grains. 

Mix; make twelve pills. Dose, one at night, followed by a 
second In the morning if necessary. 

Intestinal worms must be got rid of, and for this purpose 
santonlne combined with quinine, answers best, 4.he use of areca 
nut, so frequently lauded for the purpose, being by Its very Irri¬ 
tative properties often the cause of chorea. Rut neither of 
these steps usually influence the course of the disease, being 
only necessary adjuncts to other treatment 

It Is very Important to regulate the entire regimen with care, not 
only the bodily, but the mental dietetics. First of all, all. occa¬ 
sions for psychical excitement and mental or bodily exertion 
must bo removed. The animal tnust be taken at once from all 
work or training. Quiet Is indispensable, as la simple but abun¬ 
dant and strong nourishment. The kennel should be kept cool 
and dark, and all noise, in the neighborhood strictly enjoined. 
Sexual excitement must not be permitted, and hence he must he 
kept alone. In cases where the violent jerkings prevent the ani¬ 
mal sleeping, or when sleep Itself is disturbed by spasms, chloral 
hydrate may be given In dve to ten grain doses. The amount of 
bodily exercise proper to be taken should be judged according to 
tlie indications of the special case. When the chorea is violent 
in the extremities and trunk, walking is not to be thought of; 
but the dog may bo allowed to sit lu the open ulr, or to ride with 
bis master occasionally. 

There are a groat many dllMcultles lu the way of forming a 
critical judgment of the activity of remedies In a disease whose 
duration is so variable, whose course is always subject to spon¬ 
taneous remissions, and which so often passes away ()uickly and 
easily without any medication. Wo must, therefore, test the ef¬ 
fect of remedies in eoch individual case as uhjectiuehj us iiossibly, 
with due regard to the individuality of the ntiinml. The disease 
Is so protracted that we have a chance to use oue remedy after 
another, and to compare their elTccts. This can be beat done In 
those cases which have run two or three months without improve¬ 
ment. 

Naicotlcs, as opium and morphlue, must not be used under any 
consideration, as usually Increasing the trouble; certain it Is they 
never mitigate it except by narcosis, when there is a conscipient 
reaction after the effect of the drug has passed olT. Of remedies 
the so-called (terciiieji are most commonly iiidicaled; and of this 
class arsenic deserves a most prominent rank. The dissatisfac¬ 
tion which tliis remedy frequently gives may always nearly be 
traced to the smallness of the dose used. The writer has used 
and recommended it for many years with the best possible effect. 
The dose should seldom be less than eight or twelve niitdms of 
Fowler's solution for dogs upward.s of two years of age, and from 
five to eight, according to age, for younger atdmuls. .Many dogs 
bear these doses for weeks and mouths without any of the toxic 
effects of the drug being exhibited, a fact not experienced when 
given for other diseases. As soon as the patient loses his appe¬ 
tite, or the conjuctivaof the eye becomes injected, the remedy 
should be suspended for a few <lays, and then renewed. It Is 
highly improper to administer so powerful a remedy In tlie form 
of drops, as the size of a drop Is greatly dependent on the form 
of the edge of the vessel it is pouro<l fram. . For this reason it is 
beat to use a graduate—a minim measure—which may be ob¬ 
tained from any pharmacist. The favorable action of arsenic is 
usually manifest lu a week or ten days, and two weeks are almost 
always sufficient—provldeii the remedy does not have to be sus¬ 
pended on account of toxic effects—td reduce tlie symptoms of 
chorea to a minimum. In several obstinate cases I have been 
able to obtain the clearest proofs of the prompt action of the ar- 
•enic, after bromide of potassium, oxide of zinc, and similar rem¬ 
edies have been employed with little or no effect. 

As regards the other so-called nervines, some have praised the 
preparations of zinc, . especially the oxide, valerianate ' 
and sulphate. So too the'ultratc of silver, sulphate of copper’ ' 
and other copper salts, sulphate of aniline, bromides of potassium ' 
and ammonium, colabar bean and its preparations, nux vomica, 
valerian, musk and asssfmtida. Ilufcland used oxide of zinc 12 ‘ 
grain doses; may be given three times a day. Steiner combi’ueii ' 
It with the saccharated carbonate of iron in cases where lack of ‘ 
blood was apparent. A proper formula is: R. Saccharated ear- I 
bonate of iron, 25 grains; oxide of zinc, 18 grains; sugar, 100 
grains. Make Into powder, of which a knife-pointful Is to be ■ 
taken thrice daily. I 

Sulphate of zinc has recently been praised. It is administered 
in small, gradually increasing to emetic doses; but as soon as 
nausea is produced the mcdlclue should be susponded, or the t 
dose reduced to a minimum and again Increased. 

Sulphate of aniline and the salts of copper are generally 
nugatory In their resulU. Bromide of imtasslnm « wof a m««fi i 
in charia; this has been proven by Steiner, Von Keimssen, Frick, I 
Murray and others; Its use, even for several weeks, gives rise to 
no improvement, or but a trilllug amount. ^ 

When chloral hydrate has been mistakenly given In overwhelm¬ 
ing doses, recovery from lotoilcatiou is said to usually leave the o 
patient entirely free from chorea; but the experiment is some- t 
what dangerous. Calabar bean, or Its active principle, eseriu Is 
recommended; the former lu doses of 8 to 18 drops of tlie tincture n 
(5 parts of calabar bean In 35 of alcohol, macerated twelve days ) t 
three times a day. Of eserin the dose Is l-25th to i of a grain n 
The use of strychnine and nux vomica has been entirely abandoned d 
IS useless except In the combination for a laxative pill, as before 

mentioned. The use of chloral, in 18 grain doses three times a day 

or, ^tter yet. In five grain doses every hour, is well worth a ii 
trial as It has proved of benefit when ail other remedies have n 
failed. The fact that this medicine can be safely Intrusted to „ 
non-medical persons for adniliiistration, and the further clrcum- rI 
stance that Its hypnotic effects arc not followed by any bad con- n 
sequences, give chloral a great advantage In the ordinary treat- 
ment of chorea. ,

birds in the world, the ruffed grouse. 

You suy that ‘’they arc a very wily bird.” Of course they are, 
ami BO much the more Is the satisfaction felt when you ciicum- 
veiit tliem. You also .say "that lliey will not lie well to a 
dog.’ 1 have never seen your dogs In the field, but if you will 
come here next October I will show you several that will 
cause you to change your mind ou that point very soou. I 
will agree to place you at ten yards rise to the wildest birds 
that you can find in this vicinity, not always, perhaps, at the 
lir.st or second rise, but with a little perseverance we will 
finally succeed in making the birds lie to point and allow us 
to approach very often within a yard. 

1 will also agree to show you dogs trained on ruffed grouse 
that are as hlgh-lieadcd, wide-ranging and fast-working dogs 
as any that yon can produce in the West. I have hunted 
these binls every season for more than thirty years, and 
think for true game qualities that they can double discount 
any other hint in the world. 

“In conclusion” I always train (I never break) my dogs ou 
them, and consider that when 1 have a good grouse dog that 
1 have one that is good enough for anything, and I have 
never known a really good grouse dog but would in a very 
short time become proficient ou any game you might choose

G. N. S.’s Opinion.—Prairie Chickens Witiiiiolu their 
Emporia, Kan.—A'dKor Chicago Fida.—ln your ed¬ 
itorial as to the best lilrds to break young dogs on, you stated 
that prairie chickens did not retain their scent like quails. Was 
not that a mistake I In an experience covering twen ty years of 
chicken shooting in Minnesota and Kansas, I have come to the 
conclusion that young chickens before they get wild, after being 
scattered, retain their scent even more than quails. I quite 
agree with you as to ruffed grouse being the worst possible birds 
to break a dog upon. I have seen old dogs In Minnesota (where 
there were both ruffed and pinnated grouse) which were well 
broken, get so that they would not attempt to stand upon ruffed 
^ouse, but would break in and tree them, while at the same 
ime they would stand chicks as well as any dogs. Dogs raised 
in the East are worthless for chicken shooting until they have 
nan some experience at It.

whether to correct him or not; if you do, and the pup was not 
to blame, you certainly do not do the dog any good, and ae you 
say, a dog soon gets the habit of pottering on the track 
I know Nellie does very little tracking In a field, but take her 
In the woods after grouse and It Is the first thing she docs- and 
I think they are more likely to make false points on ruffed 
grouse. It they come on a fresh track they will stop for fear of 
fluBhing. 

I think the ruffed grouse the worst bird of all to break a doe 
on. Before I came West I hunted them with a spaniel and I 
think they arc the dog to hunt them with. 

As for snipes, I look at that in the same light you do. I do 
not want to break a pup standing knee-deep In water. I think if 
I could have quails out In good open fields, clear of brush, I would 
not make much difference between them and chickens. The only 
difference I would see, is the quails holding their scent 
As for a dog working on other birds after being broken on 
chickens, I think If a dog has gooil brains he will not be long In 
finding out how to work on them. After running Nellie at 
Hampton, she was worked five days on quails, which was all the 
work she had had until she ran at Nashville, and you know what 
she did there. She could not have done any better work if slie 
had been broken on quails. I have worked her five days since on 
tliem, and she does just us good work as I ever saw her do on 
cliickens. I would like to bear the opinion of the others. 

I havo a native bitch broken on ruffed grouse; sUe'Is good on 
them but not worth a cent to hunt in a field, except on single 
birds, as she will not range over thirty yards, and she will give a

Ten-Bore’s Opinion.— Oil City, Fa.—JS’difor Chicago Field-— 
By your iiermisslon I will have a few words to say as to which is 
“The best bird to break dogs upon." 

You will find but few to agree with you In your statement 
I think that it is easier to restrict a dog In his range than to 
increase It. 

My experience with every dog I have yet owned has been that 
they all voluntarily ranged freely enough for any kind of shoot¬ 
ing, my greatest care having been to keep them within bounds. 
My experience has been mostly In ruffed grouse shootiug but 
wben I have been upon the prairie my dogs have ranged as far 
and wide, and within a short time, as any Western dogs I have 
yet seen. 

As to Mr. Arnold Burges’ recent statement that ho considers 
the ruffed grouse tlie best bird to break a dog upon, let me say 
this, that seven years ago I ate, hunted and slept very often 
with Mr. Burges in Western Fennsylvania. At that time the 
ruffed grouse which we hunted principally, waa. In his opinion i 


B the very worst and most execrable of all birds to break a younir 
□ dog upon, or to hunt a broken dog upon. 

'' “Y P«",/ef“8e8 to Indite tlie blood-curdling adjectives 

p with which Mr. Burgos waa wont to anaibeniatUe the rutled 
8 grouse. Were I to do so your readers’ hair would doubtless 
stand on end far more erect than quills ever stood on a oorcu- 
r pine. 

1 I waa told recently by u gentleman that in Maine during all 
ae^ns of the year, ruffed grouse were very domestic, would 
, seldom take wing, but almost dispute the passafe with the pe- 
; dcstrlan. Now If Michigan grouse be of this sort then we may 
1 underetand Mr. Burges’ change of opinion, but there are none of 
; that kind to be found In Western Pennaylvanladurlng the montha 
of October, November and December, as 1 know by experience, 
t Mr. Burges at the time referred to rated quails as being a No 1 
1 for breaking young dogs upon. 

. As for myself, I will say that I think a dog thorouehlv 
! broken upon ruffed grouse will give satisfaction in any kind of 
. hunting with a month’s work, but I do not Uiliik a dog broken 
upon any other bird will In a month’s time, nor will he in six 
. month’s time, give satisfaction in ruffed grouse shooting. 

. J" “Y opinion quails arc the easiest to break a dog upon, by 
[ which Is meant, among other tbings,Uiat, os they arc a hard lying 
bird, the young dog may repeatedly work around them or even 
, over them and not get a flush, but flnally a point, wl^ri on ruffed 
I ^ouae he would have to exercise the greatest cafeand sagacity 
, nvoivlng a finer order of tralulDg, as one error would be fatal 
. to his point and thus score a flush. In considering this matter 
, sportsmen are apt untliinkingly to count more upon the labor 
they themselves undergo In educating their dogs, consequently 
, wc find the majority of tliem in favor of the quail as tlie best 
when they really mean the easiest for themselves. 

Algebra and mental arithmetic are analagous studies, and the 
school pupil having graduated In the harder may readily com¬ 
prehend the latter. Breaking on ruffed grouse then Is the alge¬ 
bra and breaking on any other bird the mental arithmetic of our 
dog's education. 

I unhesitatingly rank the ruffed grouse in season In every re- 
BiK;f t as the bird par-c.xcellciice of all game birds. He requires 
the highest order of skill both In the dog and man to be bugecd 
during the months before mentioned. 

No prairie shot with his quail or pinnated grouse dog, can 
lacking the proper experience, come into Western Feimsylvaniil 
and hunt the ruffed grouse successfully. I not only think that 
breakingon ruffed grouse gives the most pollBlicd education, hut 
the inan,wbo,like the dog, has been brought up on ruffed grouse, 
as It were, if he he at all clever, need take a “back scat" for no 
one on other birds.

Large Smelts. 


In January last while stopping at the Brom- 
fiold House, Boston, the proprietor, Mr. E. M. 
McBBcngcr, a well known sportsman, called at¬ 
tention to some extra large smelts then In inar- 
ket and promised some for breakfast. Mr. 
Rinith a fish dealer on the same street learning 
of our desire to try them sent lu half a do7.cn as 
a present. As a rule small ones arc preferred 
for the table, say, four or five inches In length. 
Those sent In w ere the largest that had ever 
been seen by any person present and were most 
excellent, the latter quality undoubtedly en¬ 
hanced by the admirable serving. 

Neglecting to take note of the exact size of 
these fish a letter was afterward sent to the 
house which brought the following reply;

on our part) by Nature; but, sir, we may by our *I 
greed destroy lu a few years what would have “ 
been with proper care and foresight a source of 
pleasure, profit aud susteiianee for ever. Even " 
now nearly all the fine fish, such as black bass, 
striped bass, crojipv and pike arc in this vicinity ^ 
nearly exterminated, aud will be entirely so In a « 
short time, unless some measures are taken to ’ 
prevent it. Nets in their various forma are 
the iiislrumente used to sweep our waters of “ 
everything. In this locality pound nets can- '■ 
not well be used, on account of the rise and fall “ 
of the river, driftwood, ice and the movement of “ 
the sand bars Wing nets are used with fatal ^ 
effect. They are. placed across the mouth of a f 
stream or slough, and catch every fish that runs ® 
up to spawn. Should the watere raise high ‘ 
enough to allow the fish lo pass over the banks, » 
they (the fish) will In general stay until the “ 
waters fall, and running down again will meet t 
the obslrucllon of the net; they will then turn ® 
back to try to find another outlet to the river, ' 
but every thing Is closed against them. Collect- t 
ing in shallow sloughs, ponds and low ftaU, the 
water gradually draiuiiig away from them, the ^ 
sun shining down hot ujion them they die by 
thousands. It is safe to say that for every fish ‘ 
used by man for food there arc ten wasted. ' 
How long this will last Is not a very dillicult ' 
problem. ! 

Buffalo, suckers aud carp are the first fishes 
to spawn. They will, during the Winter and 
early Spring, collect under the sand bars of the 
river, and when the Spring rise comes they will 
start for the sloughs and streams aud run for 
the spawning grounds, which are the swamps 
and fiats of the bottom prairies. Taking the 
latitude and seasons iuto account they will com¬ 
mence to run from the first of March until the 
last of May, during which time they are caught 
' In immense numbers by wing nets, trammel nets 
' and seines, but more particularly by wing nets. 

■ The men using them will have boxes partially 
* floating In the water. Into which they will put 

their surplus fish. In a day or two they (the 
' fish; would it were the meu) will die; but never 
' mind, there are plenty more In the net, so out 
' go the dead fish by the hundred. The trammel 

■ nets are used from a skiff, two men managing 
' It. The net is let off from the stern of the skiff

edge of Lake Learmonth on Sunday evening, 
and was laid on the shire council table yesterday 
for the inspection of the councilors. The fish, 
which is a female. Is tn splcndbl eondltion, and ( 
It la thought It has been killed by getting into ’ 
the shallow water during the severe stiuslls that 
passed over the lake on Sunday afternoon, and 
being then dashed by the water against the 
rocks. It is full of ova—a fact that has ratlier 
puzzled our piseieultiirlsts, as July is generally 
supposed to be the spawning season with these 
fish. The flail was set:! to Dr. Wlilteombe this 
morning, who, after examining It, sent it to be 
skinned aud stuffed, and deposited It when jirc- 
served with tlic other fish now then;. He did 
not weigh the fish, but his opinion is that it is 
coiisideralily over fourteen [Kmiids. It measures 
thirty inches long and twenty Inches girth at 
the shoulders, ami is another grand harbinger 
of the magoificent sport in store for aiiglcrs. 

The rapid and enormous growtli of trout in 
the waters here must surprise anyone, as it ex¬ 
ceeds that of the same fish in England, from 
whence the ova orlglmdly came. This trout, 
having ova in llie iiiooth of October puzzles 
pisciculturists liere. Here spawning la always 
considered over at end of July; the season for 
fishing for trout lu Tasmania, commences first 
of September, and It is considered fair to fish 
liere, in Victoria, on first of October.” 

Food ok Cektain Sea Fon.—A correspond¬ 
ent of Land and Haler writes: “Wc have at 
different times-according to your wisli ex¬ 
pressed to me at Vllapool—examined tbc insides 
of different kinds of fish caught during our late 
cruise on the north-west coast, -ks a nilc-I have, 
found tlic following fish seemed lo feed tlius: 

111 the five or six among haddocki, exainliicdrthc 
food inside was generally composednf'Crustacea, 
such as small crabs and crayitsh, mixed with ii 
kind of weedy-Iooklug spawn, full of little block 
spots like the eye In a trout ova, also of sninll 
fry mostly like sprats, lu the wllittlng we found 
very little besides the bait (lierriiig, mussel, or 
mackerel bait) wlilcli the ilsb had taken from 
the hooks—a few dark things like half-'Jlgestcd 
sea-worms, and the spotted spaivn similar to 
what we found in the haddock. The large 
whiting, pollack, and eoalflsh, hat! smallHish like 
sprats and small eels, and othor small fish, such 
as llounders, whiling, etc. The cod and ling 
had, besides fish (one was a good^slzeti gurnet 
swallowed whole) lu their stomachs, stones, 
soap, cheese, cotton, waste pieces of cloth, car 
rots, greens, in fact, anything almost that they 
could pick up while swimming round vessels at 
I anchor. There was a ainall skate In one ling. 

I The best conditioned cod, a llsli which weighed 
about 37 lbs., bad nothing at all lu his stomach, 

1 and 1 found It to be the case generally with 
• the best looking and heaviest fish of the cod 
I sort, that they had little undigested food inside 
them. The smaller salthe, lythe, and what are 
called billets on the Yorkshire coast, seem to 
j be very fond of sprats. We had some very good 
5 fly-fishing for them In Loch Llnnhc one day. 
f The whole of the water round the yacht was 
, alive with these fish, so we put our trout rods 
together, and with while flies, or spilt pieces of 
i small tubular india-rubber, we caught a great 
quantity of them- None of them weighed over 
three-quarters of a pound, hut they were all, 
5 more or less, quite full of young sprats, or 
young herrings. I was not able to get any of 
1 ^ the scum which you spoke to me about, as the 
' weather set in so bad and became so unsettled, 
that we seldom had tbe water calm enough lo 
see the scum. If auy of it had been floating

Collect- • 
lug lu shallow sloughs, ponds and low flats, the 
water gradually draining away from tlicm, the h 
sun sliining down hot upon them they die by 
thousands. It is safe to say that for every ftsfii » 
used by mail for food there are ten wasted. »
